Kron&tadt, Russia, today say the riot- 
iUg ..ind mutiny has been euppressd. 


St. 
Petersburg, Nov. 
10.—About 


3,000 sailors and a battalion ot artil- 
lery from one of the forts at Cron- 
stadt indulged in a mutiny which only 
was put down by about 7,000 Cossacks 
and troops of the imperial guard has- 
tily despatched from 
St. Petersburg 


and from the garrisons near Peterhof, 


Machine 
guns 
were 
employed. 


Before the arrival of the troops the 


nine 
sail«i"£, many of whom were drunk on 
liquor plundered from the spirit shops, 
had set firo to the market and to sev- 
eral groups of houses. 


The governor of Cronstadt tele- 


graphed the general staff that the mu- 
tiny had been crushed; that there was 
no likelihood of any renewal of the 
revolt; that reports to the effect that 
members of the guard had joined the 
mutineers wero false, and that there 
was no truth in the reports that the 
mutineers had seixed the arsenal and 
the forts. 
The governor m his tele- 


gram said that many of the mutinous 
sailors tried to escape in boats to the 
mainland but that they wc-reScaptured 
and were being brought back to Cron- 
stadt. 


The officers eidcmte the casualties 


at 200, which is certainly very con- 
servative 
in view of the reports 


brought by refugees who'fled from the 
town to the mainland. At this critical 
juncture there is no attempt made in 
government circles to minimize the 
seriousness of the outbreak. 


The project for the introduction of 


elected members to the council of the 
empire, or the upper chamber of the 
Russian parliament, which was part 
of Count Witte's original program as 
approval by Emperor Nicholas has 
not yet been finally approved. Ac- 
cording to the project half the mem- 
bership of the council will be elected 
and the o'her half appointed by the 
emperor 


The mutinous sailors say their chiet 


grievances are poor food and cloth- 
ing and an insufficient amount of lib- 
ctry from barracks. Roughs joined in 
the pillage, but the workmen did not 
participate in it.

State Treas- 
urer McKinnon, after receiving 're- 
ports of his vote and that for his op- 
ponent, Charles Mason, from 33 coun- 
ties, claimed his election and that of , 
the rest- of the state ticket by 12,060. :'

decided to marry. After being located 
in Sardinia, about two months young 
•Williams was suddenly missed and It 
was given out that he nad been trans- 
ferred. 


Among the young lady's effects were 


found many remembiances from him. 
and the different dates of the letters 
showed plainly that while he had con- 
tinued to correspond with her be had 
been constantly on tht move about the 
country. Feeling runs high in the 
community, and imm°'!iateJy persons 
came to this place and had paper?

Wuchang is a provincial capi- 
tal and the residence of that great and 
goo* viceroy, Chang Chih Tung, some- 
tip s-s "called "the Gladstone of China" 
ar-.'t familiarly known as ''the grand 
o'fi man" Chang Chih Tung presided 
i.~ the athletic exercises, which gave 
them additional importance and signifi- 
cance. and the old gentleman (for he 
is pa&t eighty years of age) became as 
much excited over the contests as any 
youngster in the immense throng. He 
3 warded the prizes to the winners with 
great ceremony, thus making the event 
an official funciion 
It is understood 


that these tournaments will occur ev- 
ery year hereafter, and this 
will 


make athletic training a feature of the 
educational system of China, 


Perhaps the most significant incident 


of the occa&icn was the singing of a 
national hymn by the 7.000 children 
and students who had gathered for the 
tournament 
My. informant doe? not 


say who wrote either Use words or the 
music, bnt as Chang Chih Tung is a poet 
of wide reputation and has frequently 
written ver&es for ceremonial occa- 
sions, it is entirely probable that he 
was the author of the words, and they 
may have been arranged to some for 
eign air introduced by the missionaries 
or natives who have been in America 
China has never bad a national hymn. 
She is perhaps the only nation that has 
been without one; hence this little 
episode also marks an epoch in Chinese 
history.

ears. 


The Chinese, noweier, have very 


few national sports and athletic f-xer- 
c-isas. Archery has been practiced for 
centuries and has been eonsidercd sui 
admirable sport, and even now on ib(- 
ItAiace grounds at Peking toinuainer.ts: 
ar<- often held iu which famous bow- 
incsi from different par's of the- ".a mi 
contest for prizes. But foot races. 5 urn \>- 
ing, tbrowiim weights, vaulting, foot- 
ball and other physical contests have 
been hitherto unknown.
